I. Ideal Objects and real humanities - how they fir in one sense, 
the naive sense and this then is the relevance of quantitative 
mathematics to life and experience that it is still fully scientific 
presentation but with an above presentation which is life but 
also as mathematical when it is ideal that means only the 
adjective “cal.” 


Mathematics is a pure science, in fact the purest which is so pure that it 
is dense or even hard and even fully scientific, and so it is of course the 
basis of the condition of human beings in life but in fact it is about the 
purest abstraction in life, like a medicine which has infinite life-span in it 
is still with a minimal synth-equation in biology which is the only 
application of in fact mathematics to life and is still not an infinite 
equation. 


I mean the Cohen-Bhattacharya-Sirohi debate on mathematics is like the 
Cantor-Godel debate - we argue everything is scientific but as the formal 
structure - Platonic Ideal, real humanities and experience as in fact 
recursive models of Aleph or Alif.
